(Please read carefully before signing) 


Yandlers of milk who wish to enter into the Marketing Agree- 
ment, as Amended, Regulating the Handling of Milk in the St. Louis, 
Missouri, Marketing Area with the Secretary of Agriculture should 
fill in and sign in accordance with the following instructions: 


1. The agreement should be signed in the space provided for 
the signerts signature and address in section 903,16 just below section 
headed "Signature of parties." The type of business organization 
which you represent, whether corporation, partnership, or individual, 
should be indicated with your signature. If your business 1s organ= 
ized as a corporation you should be sure to impress the corporate seal 
at the left of your signature, 


2, The record of milk handled during the month of June 1940 
should be properly certified as indicated on page 15. 


3, The authorixation to correct typographical errors on page 
16 should be signede 


4, If your business is a corporation the board of directors 
should pass a resolution, in the form attached to the agreement on 
page 16, authorizing the signing of this agreement. 


5, In the case of partnerships and corporations the agreement 
should be signed by persons authorized to represent the same, such 
authorization to be indicated.

MARKETING AGREEMENT, AS AMENDED, REGULATING THE 
HANDLING OF MILK IN THE ST, LOUIS, 
MISSOURI, MARKETING AREA 


Whereas, under the terms and provisions of Public Act No. 10, 
75d Congress, as amended and as reenacted and ‘amended by the Agricultural 
Marketing Agreement Act of 1937, (50 Stat. 246), the Secretary of Agri- 
culture of the United States is empowered, after due notice and oppor= 
tunity’ for hearing, to enter into aArketing agreements with processors 
producers, associations of producers, and others engaged in such han- 
dling of any agricultural commodity or product thercof as is in the 
current of interstate’or forcign commerce, or which directly burdens, 
obstructs, or affects interstate or foreign commorce in such comnodi ty 
or product theréofs; and 

Whereus, the Scoretary, having reason to beliove that the. 
execution of amendments to the tent: atively approved: marketing agrec= 
ment, as amended, and to the order, as amended, regulating the han- 
Gling of milk in the St. Louis, Missouri, marketing ares, would tend 
to effectuete the declered policy of said act, gave, on the 17th day 
of July 1940, notice of a public hearing to be-held at St. Louis, lMis- 
souri, which: hearing was held on the 25th and <6th deys of July 1940 
on amendments to snid marketing agreement and seid ordc 5 AEC at said 
times and place conducted a public hoaring at-which all intcrested 
parties were afforded an opportunity to -be pene on the proposed amend- 
ments to the said mariieting agreement and said order; and 

Whereas, ‘the. parties hereto,’ in order to effectu: ee the declared 
policy of the said act, Mees, to enter into this markécting agreement, 
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NOW, THEREFORE, the parties signatory hercto (said parties being 
the handicrs,:and tke Secretary) agree that: 


Section 905.1 Definitions, .(c) Terms, The following terme 
hall have the following meanings; 


(1) The term "act" means Public Aot Noe 10, 78d Congrosa, as 
emended and as ee and amended by he Agricultural ierketing: 
Agreement Act of 1937 (50 Stat, 246), 


(2) The torm "Sceretary" means the:Se etery of Agriculture 
of the United States, 


(3) The term "St. Louis m.rkoting cree," hereinafter ‘called 
the "marketing area," mouns the territory within the corporate limit 
of the citics of St. Louis, Kirkwood, and Velley Park, Missouri; ‘hus 
territory within St. Ferdinand, Normandy, Clayton, Jefferson, and 
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Carondelet townships in St. Louis County, Missouri; and the territory 
within Last St. Louis, Centerville, Canteen, and Stites townships in 
Ste Clair county, Titenenss: 


(4) The term "person" means any individual, partnership, cor- 
poration, association, or any other business mit. 


(5) The term "producer" means any person, irrespective of 
whether any Such person is also a handler, who produces milk in con- 
formity with, or subject to, the health requirements applicable for 
milk to be sold for consumption as milk in the marketing area. 


(6) The term "handler" means any person who, on his own 
behalf or on behalf of others, purchases or reccives milk from pro- 
ducers, associations of producers, or other handlers, all, ora 
portion, of which milk is disposed of as milk in the marketing area, 
and who, on his own behalf or on behalf of others, engages in such 
handling of milk as is’in the current of interstate commerce or 
which directly burdens, aqbstructs, or affects interstate commerce 
in milk and its products. 


(7) The term "market administrator" means the person dosig- 
nated pursuant to Sece 903.2 as the agency for the administration 
hereof, 


(8) The term "delivery period" means the current marketing 
period from the first to the last day of each month, both inclusive. 


Secs 90322 Market administrator. (a) Selection, removal, 
and bond. lhe market administrator shall be selected, and shall 
be subject to removal at any timc, by the Secretary, Within 45 
days following the date upon which he enters upon his duties, the 
market administrator shall execute and deliver to the Secretary a 
bond conditioned upon the faithful performance of his duties, in an 
amount and with surety thereon satisfactory to the Secretary. 


(b) Compensation, The market administrator shall be entitled 
to such reasonable compensation as may be determined by the Secretary. 


(c) Powers. The market administrator shall have powerg 
(1) To administer the terms and provisions hereof; and 


(2) To receive, investigate, and report to the Secretary com-= 
plaints of violations of the terms and provisions hereof. 


(d) Duties, The market administrator, in addition to the 
duties hereinafter described, shall; 
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(1) Keep such books and records as will clearly reflect the 
transactions provided for herein; 


(2) Submit his books and records to examination by the Sec- 
retary at any and all times; 


(3) Furnish such information and such verified reports as the 
_ Secretary may requests 


; (4) Obtain a bond with’ reasonable surety thercon covering each 
employee who handles funds entrusted to the market administrator; 


(5) Employ and fix the compensation of such persons as may be 
necessary to enable him to administer the tcrms and provisions hereof; 

(6) Furnish to the market advisory committee, when the sane 
has been duly constituted, factual information in the form of géneral 
‘statements; Provided, That such statements shall not identify the 
information furnished to tho market administrator by any person; 


(7) , Publicly disclose to handlers and to producers, unless 
otherwise directed by the Secretary, the name of any handler..who, 
within 15’ days after the date upon which he is required to perform 
such acts, has not (a) made reports pursuant to Sece 903.5 and (b) 
made payments pursuant to Sece 903.8; and : 


(8) Pay, out of the funds provided by Sec. 903.9, (a) the 
cost of his bona and of the bonds of such of his employees as handle 
funds entrusted to the market administrator, (b) his own compensation, 
and (c) all other expenses which will necessarily be incurred for the 
maintenance and functioning of his office and for the performance of 
his duties. 

Sec, 903.5 Classification of Milk, (a) Basis of classifica- 
tione Milk received by each handler, including milk produced by hin, 
if any, shall be classified by the market odministrator in the classes 
set forth in paragraph (b) of this section. 


(b) ._ Classes of utilization, The classes of utilization of 
milk shall be as follows; 


(1) Class I milk shall be all milk disposed of in the form of 
milk containing not less than one-half of 1 percent of butterfat end 
all milk not specifically accounted for as Class II nilk, 


(2) .Class II milk shall be all milk specifically accounted 
for (a) as actual plant shrinkage, but not to excced 3 percent of 
the total receipts of milk from producers and (b) as being used or 
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disposed of in any form other than as milk containing not less than 
one-half of 1 percent of butterfat. 


(c) Interhandler sales. All milk disposed of as milk by a han- 
dler to another handler shall be apportioned to each class in the 
proportions that the quantity of milk disposed of in each class by 

the receiving handler bears to the total quantity of milk received by 
him, as reported pursuant to Sece 903,5(a), except that if the receiv- 
ing handler has failed to submit the report required by Sec. 903.5(a) 
prior to the time the uniform price of the selling handler is computed, 
pursuant to Sece 903.7, such milk shall be apportioned to each class 
in the proportions that the total quantity of milk disposed of in 

each class by all handlers, who have made the reports required by 

Sece 903.5(a) bears to the total quantity of milk received by such 
handlers; and milk disposed of by a handler to a’milk. distributing 

or manufacturing plant of a person not a handler, which plant is 
located outside the markcoting area, or to a plant, wherever located, 
engaged only in the manufacturing of milk products shall be classified 
as ‘Class I milk, except ‘that-if the selling handler, on or ‘before vune 
date fixed for filing reports pursuant to Sec. 903.5(a), furnishes to 
the market administrator a statement, which is signed by the purchaser 
and the selling handler, that such milk was used as Class II milk, such 
milk shall be classified accordingly, subject to verification by the 
market administrator, 


(d) Source of Class I milk. The milk which was disposed of 


by each handler as Class I milk shall be presumed to have been that 
milk which was delivered to such handler at plants within and noar- 
est to the marketing areca. 


(c) Computation of milk in each class. For each delivery 
period, the market administrator shall compute for each handler the 
hundredweight of milk in cach class, as defined in paragraph (b) of 
this section, as follows; 


(1) Determine the ‘totel pounds of milk received as follows; 
dd together (a) the hundredweight of milk received from producers, 
(b) the hundredweight of milk produced by him, if any, and (c) the 
hundredweight of milk received from handlers, if any. 


(2) Determine the hundredweight of Class I milk as follows: 
(a) convert to gallons the quantity of milk disposed of in the form 
of milk and multiply by 0.086, and (b) if the hundredweight of milk 
so computed when adced to the hundredweight of Class II milk, con- 
puted pursuant to subparagraph (3) of this paragraph, is less than 
the total hundredweight of milk computed in accordance with subpara- 
graph (1) of this paragraph, an amount equal to the difference shall 
be added to the hundredweight of milk determined pursuant to (a) of 
this subparagraph, hi 
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(3) Determine the hundredweight of Class II milk as follows: 
(a) multiply the hundredweight of milk computed pursuant to subpara- 
graph (1) of this paragraph by the average butterfat test thereof, 
(b) multiply the hundredweight of Class I milk computed pursuant to 
(a) of subparagraph (2) of this paragraph by the averarze butterfat 
test thereof, (c) subtract the hundredwei ght of Class I milk, com= 
puted pursuant to (a) of subparagraph: (2) of this paragraph, from 
the hundredweight of milk, computed pursuant to subparagraph (1) of 
this paragraph, (d) subtract the pounds of butterfat computed pur- 
suant to (b) of this subparagraph from the’ pounds of butterfat com- 
puted pursuant to (a) of this subparagraph, (¢) divide the quantity 
of butterfat computed pursuant to (d)‘of this subparagraph by ‘the 
hundredweight of milk computed pursuant to. (c) of -this subparagraph, 
(f) multiply the actual weight of each of the several products of 
Class II milk by its average butterfat test, and add together the 
resulting amounts, (g) divide the resulting sun by the average test 
of Class II milk computed pursuant to (e) of this subparagraph, and 
(h) add together the hundredweight of milk computed pursuant to (g) 
of this subparagraph and the hundredweight of milk allowed as plant 
Shrinkage for the purposes of this paragraph (but in no event shall 
such plant shrinkage allowance excved 3 percent of the total re- 
ceints of milk from producers), | 


(4) Determine the classification of milk recéived fron producers, 
as follows; . 


(i) Subtract from the hundredwcight of milk in éach class the 
hundredweight of.milk received from other handlers and apportioned 
to such class in accordance with varagraph (c) of this section. 


(ii) In the case of a handler who also distributes milk of 
his own production, subtract from the hundredweight of milk in cach 
class a further amount computed in accordance with Sec. 903.6. 


Sec, 905.4 Minimum class prices. (a) Class I prices, Ex. 
cept as set forth in paragraph (c) of this section, each handler shall 
pay at the time and in the manner set forth in Sec. 903.8, for Class 
I milk, not less. than, the following prices, 


(1) In the case of milk received at such handlerts »lant lo- 
cated in the marketing area, $2,424 per hundredweight for each deliv- 
ery period prior to December’ 1940, and for each delivery period sub- 
sequent to Novenber 30, 1940, the pricc:as shown in the. schedule bee 
low for the butter price range in which falls the average wholesale 
price of 92-score butter in the Chicago market, as reported by the 
United States Department of Agriculture for the delivery period dure 
ing which such milk was received; Provided, That for Class I milk 
disposed of by a handler under a program approved by the Seerctary 
for the sale or disposition of milk to low-income consumers, including 
persons on relief, such handler shall pay not less than such Class I 
price less 46 cents per hundredweight,

(2) In the case of milk received at such handlerts plant 
located outside the marketing area, the price per hundredweight 
determined in subparagraph (1) of this paragraph less the amount 
specified for the airline distance of such plant from the City Hall 
in St. Louis, as follows: within 5 miles, 4 cents; more than 5 
miles but not in excess of 10 miles, 8 cents; more than 10 miles 
but not in excess of 15 miles, 12 cents; more than 15 miles but not 
in excess of 20 miles, 16 cents; more than 20 miles but not in ex- 
cess of 30 miles, an additional 2 cents; more than 30 miles but not 
in excess of 40 miles, an additional 2 cents; and for each addition- 
al 10 miles in excess of 40 miles an additional 1 cent, 


(b) Class II prices. Each handler shall pay at the time and 
in the manner set forth in Sec. 903.8, for Class II milk, not less 
than the following -priccs; 


(1) Inthe case of milk received at such handler'ts plant 
located in the marketing area, the price per hundredweight which 
results from the following computation by the market administrator; 
multiply by 3.5 the average price per pound of 92-score butter at 
wholesale in the chicago market, as reported by the United States 
Department of Agriculture for the delivery period during which such 
milk was received, add $0 percent thereof and add 19 cents; Pro- 
vided, That for the delivery periods of July, August, September, 
October, and Novanber in each year subsequent to 1940, such price 
shall be increased by 10 cents ver hundredweight; 


(2) In the case of milk retéived at such handler's plans 
located outside the marketing area, the price determined pursuant 
to subparagraph (1) of this paragraph less 15 cents; and 
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(3) In the case of milk used by the handler for evaporated 
milk in hermetically sealed containers or disposed of by the han» 
dler to the plant of any other person where such milk is manufactured 
into evaporated milk and placed in hermetically sealed containers, 
the price shall be that determined by the market administrator in 
accordance with the formula set forth in section 1 of article VI of 
the Marketing Agreement and License for the Evaporated Milk Industry, 
issued by the Secretary May 31, 1935. 


(ec) Sales outside the marketing area, The price to be paid 
by handlers for Class I milk disposed of outside the marketing area, 
in lieu of the price otherwise applicable pursuant to this section, 
shall be, as ascertained by the market administrator, such price as 
is’ being paid to farmers in the market where such milk was disposed 
of, for milk of equivalent use, subject to a reasonable adjustment 
on account of transportation with respect to Class I milk moved from 
the handlerts plant in the marketing area to the plant outside the 
marketing areca where such milk was loaded on wholesale and retail 
routes, 


(d) Publication of Class JI price, On or before the 2d day 
after the end of each delivery period, the market administrator shall 
publicly announce the Class II price in effact for such delivery 
period. 


Secs. 903.5 Reports of haridlers. (a) Periodic reports. ° On 
or before the Sth day after the end of each delivery period, cach 
handler shall, with respect to milk or cream handled by him during 
such delivery period, report to the market administrator, in the de- 
tail and form prescribed by the market administrator, as follows, 


(1) The receipts at each plant from producers who are not 
handlers; 


(2) The receipts at cach plant from any other handler, ine 
cluding any handler who is also a producer; 


(3) The quantity, if any,-produced by the handler}

(b) Reports as to producers, Each handler shall report to 
the market administratore

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(1) Within 10 days after the market administrator's request, 
with respect to any producer for whom such information is not in the 
files of the market administrator and with respect to a period or 
periods of time designated by the market administrator (a) the name 
and address, (b) the total pounds of milk delivered, (c) the average 
butterfat test of milk delivered, and (d) the number of days on which 
deliveries were made. : 


(2) As soon as possible after first receiving milk from any 
producer (a) the name and address of such producer and (b) the date 
on which such milk was first receivec, 


(3) As soon as possible after the date on which the handler 
stops receiving milk from any producer (a) the name and address of 
such producer and (b) the date on which the milk of such producer 
was last received, 

(4) On or before the 10th day after’the request of the market 
administrator a schedule which will show transportation rates which 
are charged and paid for the transportation of milk from the farm of 
each producer to such handlerts plant or plants. 


(5) On or before the 10th day after any changes are made in 
the schedule filed in accordance with subparagraph (4) of this para- 
graph, 2 copy of the revised schedule with the cffective dates of 
such changes as may appear in the revised schedule. 


-(6) On or before the 5th day after the ond of cach delivery 
period, the amount and category of any payments to be made pursuant 
to Sece 903e8(e) with respect to milk received during such delivery 
period. 


(c) Report of payments to producers. Hach handler shall sub- 
mit to the market administrator, within 20 deys after the end of cach 
delivery period, his producer pay roll, or a report, which shall show, 
for such delivery period and for each and every producer, (a) his to- 
tal delivery of milk with the average butterfat test thereof, and (b) 
the net amount of the payment made to him with the prices, deductions, 
and charges involved. 


(d) Verification of reports, Each handler shall permit the 
market administretor or his representative, curing the usual hours 
of business, to (a) verify the information cohtéined in reports sub- 
mitted by such handler pursuant to this section, and (b) weigh and 
sample milk, and test milk for butterfat, 
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If, in the verification of the report of purchases and sales 
of the handler for any previous delivery period, the market adminis- 
trator finds that differences occur between the reported and actual 
quantities of milk received or between the reported and actual quan- 
tities of milk disposed of in each class, he shall make an adjust- 
ment in the following manner; (a) recompute for such handler his 
class use value of milk for the delivery period for which the report 
of purchases and sales of nilk is being verified, after making the 
adjustments for the diffcrences in such reported and actual quanti- 
ties of milk, and (b) add to, or subtract fron, the uniforn price 
of milk in the current pool for such handler, computed pursuant to 
Sece 903.7(b), an amount representing the per hundredweight valuc 
of milk accounted for by such adjustment, Such addition to, or sub- 
traction fron, the current pool to be separately set. forth in such 
manner as.to clearly state the anount of the adjustment for each :de- 
livery period or. delivery periods vorified pursuant to this paragraph.

The Agricultural Marketing Agreement Act of 1937 authorizes 
the Bachutery of Agriculture, after due notice of and opportunity 
for hearing, to amend marketing agreements and ordors applicable to 
processors, producers, associations of producers, and others engaged 

in the handling of milk and its peqauets in the current of interstete 
or foreign commerce. This act also authorizes the Secretary of 
Africulture to issue orders complementary to orders of the States, 
to cooperate fully with the States in their programs to regulate
